[ELECTING PO STM ASTERS. 
Mr. Roswell P. Flower, of New York, 
is an advocate of the plan to elect post­ 
masters and some other officials, deem­ 
ing it better to let the people decide the 
question as to who shall be postmaster 
(ban to leave it entirely to the opinion 
of a member of congress. lo an inter­ 
view Mr. Flower is reported to have 
said— 
I have prepared and shall present a bdl 
relating to the selection of postmasters, 
custom house officials and internal reve­ 
nue collectors, and other minor officers 
of the federal government, to the people 
of the vicinage wherein their duties are 
performed. Congress should provide, in 
my opinion, for the election of these of­ 
ficers at stated periods of four years, so 
as to insure rotation in office, and the 
only responsibility left to the executive 
should be in the power to remove for 
cause, and in snoh oases a new election 
could provide for the successor ut the 
officer so removed. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel suggest that 
“as the constitution confers on the pres­ 
ident the right to appoint these officials, 
it is not clear that he can be deprived of 
this right by an aet of congress.’* This 
is trne. Section 2, article 2, of the con­ 
stitution, expressly provides that “the 
president shall appoint ambassadors, 
other public 
ministers and consuls, 
judges of the supreme court, and all 
other officers of the United States, whose 
appointments are not herein otherwise 
provided for.” Judging from this pro­ 
vision it will be impossible for Mr. 
Flower to push his bill through congress 
for the reason that it woald be uncon­ 
stitutional. 
If the people want a voice in the se­ 
lection of a postmaster let them agree to 
follow the example of the people of New­ 
ton. Iowa, which is recorded in the Des 
Moines Register: 
In accordance with an order of Major 
Lacey the primary for the selection of a 
postmaster for this city was held on Bat­ 
arde? last, the republican patrons of the 
office participating. 
Three candidates, 
J . 0 . Hunter, M. A. 
MoCori and 
Thomas M. Rodgers entered the race. 
There were 706 votes cast, of which 
number Mr. Hunter received 184, Mr. 
Mc Go rd 250, and Mr. Rodgers 271, and 
Mr. Rogers was declared the choice of 
the republicans for postmaster an i will 
be recommended for this position by 
Mr. Lacey. 
There is nothing objectionable in the 
plan adopted by the citizens of Newton. 
But the Sentinel suggests that to shat 
out the democrats from voting is an open 
and public declaration that the spoils of 
offioe belong to a party. B at that, prac­ 
tically, is the system now, and has been 
ever since the days of that rock-rooted 
democrat, Andrew Jackson. To adopt the 
other plan, that of giving a democrat as 
well as 
a 
republican, a chance in 
the 
raoe for 
a 
political 
office, 
under a republican administration, or 
a republican aa well as a democrat under 
a democratic administration, would boa 
sweep in oivil service reform that would 
make George William 
Ourtis 
smile 
aloud. 
The times will partake somewhat of 
the golden days of politics that Bellamy 
dreamed of, when this thing shall come 
to pass.

SO M E G R E A T F IR E S . 
The great fire in Easton on Thanks­ 
giving day is another dark chapter in the 
history of ooniligratious in the eastern 
states. 
The first great fire in the east 
was on December 16,1835, in New York 
city, when 600 warehouses were de­ 
stroyed, entailing a loss of 820,0JO,000, 
la 
1839, 
New 
York 
was 
again 
visited by the dimes, and 810,000,000 
worth of property destroyed. On the 10th 
of May, 1845, Pittsburg lest I,COO build­ 
ings and 86,000,000 war th of property. 
Un the 17th of Angust, 1848, Albany lost 
600 buildings, one-tbird of the city, val­ 
ued at 83,000,000. 
The great conflagration at Portland, 
Maine, occurred on the 4th of July, 18C6, 
in which IO,OGO people became bemo­ 
le ss, end 815,000,000 worth of property 
destroyed. On November 9,1872, came 
the terrible ''Boston fire.” In that con­ 
flagration 65 acres of bneine68 blocks 
were destroyed; 14 Iivos were lost; 416 
buildings went down to ashes; the lore 
was 873,600,000. 
Then came the burn­ 
ing of the French cathedral Holyoke, 
Massachusetts, Msy 27,1875, which does 
not compare with some other eastern 
fires, bot it was appalling, nevertheless, 
for 75 lives were lost. The reddest dsy 
Brooklyn bad seen for m aty years was 
December 5, 1876, when the theatre 
burned, in which 315 lives perished. 
The fire at LynD, Massachusetts, took 
plaoe on the 26th of this month, when 
85,000,000 worth of property was con­ 
sumed. The second Boston fire was on 
Thanksgiving day, and the loss is said 
will reach somewhere in the neighbor­ 
hood of 85,000,000. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 29. — The most dis­ 
astrous tiro from which Boston has suffered 
since 1S72, and one which in property loss 
almost rivals the great conflagration of 
Lynn 
Tuesday, 
broke out about 8:20 
o’clock Thursday morning in the six-story 
granite building owned by Jordon, Marsh 
St Co. and occupied by Brown, Burrel & 
Co., dealers in dry goods, on Bedford 
Street, corner of Kingston. The first alarm 
was immediately followed by the first 
general alarm in Boston since 1872. Thurs­ 
day’s conflagration raged for six hours, 
burned over two acres of territory covered 
by magnificent structures, and entailed a 
loss now estimated at $5, OOO, OOO. 
So far as known no fatalities occurred, 
but several persons were seriously injur­ 
ed 
Among them are:

^ As soon as Chief Webber of the protec­ 
tive department arrived it Deeame appa­ 
rent that a long, hard fight with the fiery 
element was before the department, and a 
general alarm was sent out.

«>on followed by calls upon all neighbor­ 
ing cities and towns for assistance. 
Tho 
{James were soon pouring from all the 
windows and the roof of the Brown-Ourrell 
building. 
At 8:45 o’clock they had spread 
to tho Shoo and Leather Exchange build­ 
ing, another large granite structure ad­ 
joining Brown. Durrell & Co. on Bedford 
street.

It 
is very doubtful if a repeal of the law 
would make any better. la states where 
prohibition is impossible, let there be 
high license; but where there is already 
prohibition, let the law stand and en­ 
force it. 


F A R W E L L 
GOING BAC KW ARD . 
United States Senator 
Charles B. 
Farwell said the other day, ''Adminis­ 
tration of the eflairs of the government 
is business and nothing bat business. I 
could not ran my wholesale dry-goods 
store and make a success of it by pur­ 
suing these methods.” 
Mr. Farwell had reference "by these 
m ethods/ to the oivil service law which 
he regards as a bad law for the party 
as 
well 
as 
for 
the 
pnblio 
service, and therefore it is ^claimed that 
he will introdnoe a bill at the forthcom­ 
ing session of congress to repeal the 
Pendleton law of 1882. 
It is hoped for 
political decency sake Mr. Farwell will 
not carry out his present intention. He 
oonld not make a worse blander for him­ 
self or for the party, than to introduce a 
bill to destroy all competitive examina­ 
tion, for certain positions in the civil ser­ 
vice. The present law msy have defects. 
I t is liable to be abused. 
It is qaite 
limited in its lope. 
In all respects it is 
not pnctioal. 
But it ie better than no 
law of the kicd,acd what should be 
done if the law is "touched at all, is to 
make it more perfect aud widen its scope. 
There is nothing that would make 
greater rejoicing among the democrats 
than a repeal of the Pendleton law. A 
majority of the democratic leaders do not 
like it and never d id ;Cand several times 
some machine politician of 
the old 
school of democracy has threatened to at 
tempt the repeal of the law, but when 
the time come he was lackirg it/oourage. 
And it is a strange incident that the ef­ 
fort to repeal the civil service law should 
be left to a republican member of the 
senate. 
Snoh a repealing bill would 
meet v :’b strong condemnation m every 
quarter of the republican camp, and it 
should, for such a movement is at enmi­ 
ty with the history, spirit, and aims of 
the republican party. To break down 
v bat little there is of the civil service 
law would be to pronounce in favor of 
the old democratic system of spoils. 
Mr. Farwell is right in saying that the 
tflairs of tie government is business. 
Bot Ie isis wrong in assuming that be

The Spreading Flam es. 
JYom both buildings the flames swept in 
gpeat masses across Bedford street to the 
Opposite corner, thence across Kingston 
street, along Bedford to Chauncey, where 
they were stopped in the building of 
Earley, Harvey Sc Co., the upper stories 
of which were burned. 
Throe stores along 
Chauncey street toward Bummer were 
Bogued. 
On the south side of Bedford 
street the flames jumped across Kingston 
street, from the hot blaze from Brown, 
Dorrpll & Co. to a big sandstone building 
Owned by L. F. Ames and occupied by 
Taylor Bros,, and this was consumed. 
The great granite building known os 
Nevln’s block, at the corner of Chauncey 
street, was the next victim of the flames, 
and the entire block, clear around Rowe 
place to Kingston street, was consumed. 
Crossing Chauncey street the fire soon had 
a good hesd in all the stores which are in­ 
closed in Exeter place, a small street run­ 
ning from Harrison avenue to Chauncey 
street. 
Here the firemen got control. 
At 
Rowe place the fire was partially checked 
from going toward Essex 
street, but 
qulcxly moved toward the opposite side, 
to the immense Allen and Larabee build­ 
ings, occupying the square between Bed­ 
ford street, Harrison avenue extension, 
and Exeter place, at which point its 
further progress was checked. 
f Extent o f th e Destruction. 
The burned district begins at Columbia 
street on the east and extends two blocks 
westward along Bedford street to Chaun­ 
cey street on the west. 
On the south side 
of Bedford street the fire consumed the 
entire block bounded by Bedford, Kings­ 
ton, Essex and Columbia streets; westward 
of this the entire block bounded by Bed­ 
ford, Kingston and Chauncey streets, and 
Rowe place, and westward of this the 
buildings on Chauncey street from Bedford 
to Exeter place. 
It also badly damaged 
the building on the southeast corner of 
Bedford and Columbia streets. 
On tho 
north side of Bedford it consumed the 
buildings qn both the northeast and north­ 
west corners of Bedford and Kingston 
streets and damaged the block at die cor­ 
ner of Bedford and Chauncey streets. 
The territory bounded by Kingston, 
Bedford, and Chauncey streets was the 
principal theater of destruction. 
Here 
the 
conflagration 
leveled everything. 
Within an hour after the first alarm 
sounded the whole structure of Brown, 
Durrell Sc Co’s building collapsed with a 
tremendous crash. 
The flames was dart­ 
ing from doors and windows, and the 
interior of the block was a glowing fur­ 
nace. 
Dry goods and other combustible 
materials with which the 
floors were 
jacked burned to a white heat 
Granite 
crumbled, and iron girders melted away 
like ice. 
The streams from the engines 
wete 
dissipated 
in 
vapor 
before 
they touched the fire. 
Suddenly the cry 
arose: 
"The walls are falling! 
Back! 
Back I** 
The crowd surged back for their 
very lives, startled by the shout. 
Fire­ 
men dropped their nozzles and ran to save 
the apparatus. 
Great gaps opened in the 
walls, and bricks from cornices dropped 
into the street with an ominous crasn. 
There was a confused and deafening roar 
and a dense cloud of smoke and dust 
mounted heavenward. 
When it cleared 
away the luxurious palace of trade had j 
vanished, only a fantastic heap of brick, I 
shattered stone, twisted iron beams, and 
broken columns marking the site. 
Two engines which had been stationed 
at Chauncey and Bedford 
streets still 
stood upright amid the wreck, but ruined 
beyond repair. 
The boiler of No. 22 had 
burst as a monstrous stone fell directly 
upon it, flattening it out like a mass of 
tin. 
The 
machinery was broken and 
bent and the wheels and woodwork were 
burned entirely away. 
The ladder truck 
was charred and splintered into a thous­ 
and fragments and the water tower was 
smashed into an indistinguishable wreck. 
A Scene o f G ra n d e u r. 
Viewed from this point of vantage the 
scene was one of thrilling grandeur. 
Di­ 
rectly opposite the towering Ames block, 
occupied by Taylor Bros., was ablaze from 
roof to basement. 
From this building the 
fire was steadily eating its way through to 
Chauncey street, despite the thousands of 
gallons of water thrown upon it. 
The immense stone and iron block oc­ 
cupied by Samuel Williams and Brigham 
Sc Co., on the corner of Chauncey street 
and Rowe Court, marked the farthest pro­ 
gress of the fire in that direction. 
Al­ 
though apparently fire proof it was en­ 
tirely gutted. 
On the corner of Chauncey 
and Bedford streets the large block occu­ 
pied by Smith, Hogg Sc Gardner and oth­ 
ers was in almost as bad a plight, and the 
buildings between these two were utterly 
destroyed. 
The leaping flames succeeded 
in crossing Chauncey street to tho upper 
atart&s-of-tbfiJuufi .Allen, blooie. L^r^alv na.

It A dopts a R esolution, A ppoints C om ­ 
m ittees and A djourns. 
St. L ouis, Mo., Nov. 29.—The National 
silver convention adopted tho majority re­ 
port of the committee or resolutions, which 
consisted of a long preamble and the fol­ 
lowing: 
"Resolved, That the List Congress be 
requested by this convention to provide at 
its first session for opening the mints of the 
United States to the free and unlimited 
coinage of standard silver dollars of tho 
present weight and fineness, to be legal 
tentier for all debts, 
public or private, 
equal with gold, 
and that until such a 
provision Is made, the secretary of the 
treasury be required to coin the maximum, 
$2,000,009 worth of silver a month as now 
authorized by law." 
The committee was appointed to ar­ 
range for another convention 
and to 
organize State and national silver leagues 
and another to prepare a memorial con­ 
gress. 
Mr. Fitch of Nevada addressed 
the convention at length and it adjourned 
without day.

Weeks the prison factory dosed for the 
day at noon, when the inmates of the pris­ 
on were treated to a gennine old-fashioned 
turkey dinner, wbioh was hugely enjoyed 
by the 500 cr more who partook of it. 
Later in the afternoon an entertainment, 
volunteered by local talent, was given in 
the prison chapel, and most cntbnaiaati- 
cally et-joyed by its auditors. 
W hiled 
it is to be assumed that every deviation 
from the rcntine of prison life is wel 
corned by the inmates, there is no ques­ 
tion that the brief relaxation, while keen­ 
ly 
appreciated 
by 
the 
convicts, 
bas a marked effeot for the 
bet­ 
ter on 
their 
general 
deportment, 
and is a factor [assisting largely toward 
the maintenance cf discipline. One fes­ 
tal eof the entertainment, and for which
